Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims 33-34,43-47 and 50 drawn to non-elected inventions. In 
10/2/2006, applicant elected to prosecute Group 1, Species 1 that associated with figures 1-2 and 
4. Furthermore, applicant has stated that new claims 24-32,35-42 and 48-49 read upon the 
elected species, while original claims 1-23 were cancelled. Therefore, non-elected claims 33- 
34 ? 43-47 and 50 are withdrawn from further consideration. Applicant did not provide any reason 
as why to the restriction is improper, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP£8 13.03(a)). The requirement is deemed proper and is therefore made Final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 24-32,35-42 and 48-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Halpern (5,749,883). 

Halpern discloses in figures 1-3, a medical instrument can be used in the treatment of 
vascular aneurysm having the limitations as recited in the above listed claims, including: a 
delivery wire 7, an expandable and contracted scaffold 5 positioned at distal end of the delivery 
wire, where this scaffold can prevent the escape of embolitic agents from the aneurysm while 
allowing blood flow through the vessel, where a catheter 1 defines a lumen which sizes for 
delivery of the wire therethrough. As to claims 25-28, Halpern discloses in figures 1-2, a device 
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having the limitations as described above. As to claims 29-32, Halpern discloses in col. 2, lines 
29-37, the scaffold comprises a braid, a mesh or helically wires which spaced from each other as 
best view in fig. 2. As to claims 35-42, Halpern discloses the scaffold can have a tapered at 
proximal and distal end, and where the scaffold can detach from the wire in fig. 3.
